The Baltimore Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, commenced its One Hundred and Fifteenth Session 
in the Mount Vernon Place M. E. Church, South, Washington, D. C., 
Wednesday Morning, April 5, 1899, at 9.30 A. M. 

Bishop J. C. Granbery, D. D., President of the Conference, in the chair. 

The Bishop read as the lesson from the Gospel, Matthew, eighteenth 
chapter. 

Conference united in singing hymn 228 — 

“And are we yet alive.” 

Boll — By request of the President, Rev. James E. Armstrong, the Secre- 
tary of the last Conference, called the roll of clerical and lay members, and 
one hundred and forty-six clerical and fifteen lay members responded as 
follows: (See Roll.)

$23,005; for Foreign Missions, $1,517, for Domestic Missions, $1,005. 

The following paper, adopted by the Board, was authorized by it to be 
inserted in this report : 

“The communication to this Board from the Secretaries of the Parent 
Board of Missions deserves our most earnest attention, both because of the 
great cause represented in it and the several suggestions made to the Con- 
ference Board, asking from it certain recommendations to the Annual 
Conference. W e would call the attention of the members of the Confer-- 
ence to the Fifty-Second Annual Report of the Board of Missions, and 
advise that each one furnish himself with a copy of the same, as containing 
information most valuable and stimulating regarding the work of the 
Board in the Foreign and in the Home field. This pamphlet can be had 
for six cents, the cost for postage. We would also bring to the notice of 
the members of the Conference Articles XVI, XVII and XVIII of the 
Constitution of the Parent Board. Article XVI reads as follows: ‘The 
treasurer of the Conference Board shall transmit to the treasurer of the 
General Board, on the first day of each month, all monies he may have on 
hand for Foreign Missions.’ Article XVII reads : ‘It shall be the duty of 
the Presiding Elder to preach on the subject of Missions annually in each 
charge in the District ; see that efficient and well-defined plans be adopted 
for raising missionary funds ; conduct with his. preachers a missionary 
institute early in the Conference year, and see that they hold the mass- 
meeting.’ Article XVIII reads : ‘It shall be the duty of the preacher in 
charge to hold missionary mass-meetings annually in every church in his 
work ; to circulate missionary literature and te seek in every way the edu- 
cation and inspiration of his people concerning the salvation of the 
heathen.’ 

“We moreover urge upon the members of the Conference the importance 
of subscribing themselves and of seeing that their people subscribe for the 
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Review of Missions, a periodical specially devoted to the cause of Missions 
of the highest literary character, and most helpful in informing our people 
concerning the extension of Christ’s kingdom and the needs of the Mis- 
sion field. 

■“The requirements of the law of the church that every Sunday School be 
organized into a missionary society, should be rigidly observed, as furnish- 
ing a most excellent opportunity for training our young people in benevo- 
lent giving ; and also for their instruction concerning the missionary work 
of the Church. 

“We believe that our people, when properly informed concerning the 
needs of the mission field and of the wonderful results accomplished 
already, and grand possibilities for good, yet unused and inviting action, 
will respond liberally to carry on the Foreign Mission Work, and no such 
thing as embarassment or debt will be known.” 

The aggregate contributed for Foreign Missions is $10,331.18. 

• The aggregate contributed for Domestic Missions is $6,633.10.

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THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

Report No. 1. 

Washington, D. C., April 6, 1899. 

To the Baltimore Conference^ M. E. Churchy South : 

The Board of Education has had under consideration the matter of the 
Twentieth Century Thanksgiving Offering, provided for in the legislation 
of our last General Conference, for the benefit of Christian education. At 
the closing of this, the best century in the world’s history, glorious in the 
accomplishment of more for the promotion of the material, moral and spirit- 
ual welfare of all the people than any of the centuries that have gone before, 
but yet more glorious in the promise of greater things to come in the cen- 
tury which is about to dawn, if we are but true to the mission which God 
has committed to us, we believe that the time is most propitious for 
inviting the consecrated men and women of the great army of Southern 
Methodism to lay upon the altar of the Lord liberal expressions of their 
gratitude for the marvelous things that He hath wrought during the nine- 
teenth century. 

That the General Conference has provided that the fund of $1,500,000, 
which they recommend to be raised, shall be devoted to the cause of edu- 
cation, should be the strongest of arguments to thinking people why they 
should heartily support the movement with voice and purse. 

It must be apparent, without argument, that if we are to be ready for the 
great problems which the twentieth century will surely bring, if Methodism 
is to continue to hold its place as the greatest evangelizing force in the 
world, there must be the thorough equipment and preparation which a 
broad Christian education alone can bring. 

Not from tne pulpit alone, but from thinking men all over the land, is ■ 
' coming up the cry that the great bulwark of National security in the cen- 
tury before us must be moral and Christian education. Every branch of 
Methodism is waking to the great responsibilities that in the providence of 
God have been laid upon us, and to the fact that no such favorable oppor- 
tunity may again be presented within a generation. With every land open 
to the gospel, and crying out for prepared and equipped men and women 
to come and proclaim it with our brethren, the Wesleyan Methodists of 
England proposing to raise a fund of 1,000,000 guineas, or almost $7.00 per 
member ; with the Canadian Methodists ealling for and proposing to raise 
$1,000,000 from their 280,000 members, and the Methodist Episcopal Church 
seriously and with every prospect of success, undertaking to raise the stu- 
pendous sum of $20,000,000, we believe that our own people will surely not 
falter in the movement to raise the $1 per capita proposed by the General 
Conference, and we feel certain that there is no place where the money can 
be invested with promise of surer and quicker rewards than in the manner 
in which it is proposed to use it. 

We therefore heartily commend the action of the General Conference, and 
recommend that the Baltimore Annual Conferance cheerfully assume the 
privilege of raising, as a minimum, the $62,500, designated as our pro- 
portion of this fund. 
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We recommend that the Board of Education of this Conference be 
instructed to take steps to organize at once, a general canvass of all our 
charges in harmony with the plan outlined by the General Conference, 
not otherwise appropriated by the General Board of Education, the pro- 
ceeds thereof to be placed in the hands of the trustees of the Randolph- 
Macon system, to be applied by them for the benefit of the institutions of 
learning most closely identified with this Conference, viz : R. M. Academy 
at Front Royal, Ya., and R. M. College at Ashland, Va. 

In order that there may be an active directing force in the intervals 
between sessions of the Board, consisting of brethren conveniently located, 
we recommend the appointment of an Executive Committee consisting of 
Rev. I. W. Canter, Rev. J. W. Duffey and George R. Hill, Esq., to give active 
supervision to the work, and that Dr. W. W. Smith be appointed superin- 
tendent of the canvass to work in connection with and under the direction 
of the Board and said Executive Committee. The Board, directly or 
through said Executive Committee, shall have authority to apply the 
expense fund provided by the General Conference plan to the expenses of 
the canvass herein ordered, as it may deem best to accomplish the result 
herein sought. 

We bespeak for the Board, in the great responsibility which this under- 
'taking places Upon them, the active, hearty and loyal support of all the 
energies of all the members of the Conference. We believe that every 
member of ©ur great connection, from the richest to the poorest, should 
.be, and, with few exceptions, can be educated to look upon this under- 
‘ taking as a great privilege, and as an opportunity to express his thanks- 
giving to God for the blessings which he has enjoyed, in a way that shall 
bring permanent good to the world, and not as a task imposed or a burden 
to be shirked or reluctantly assumed, and to the end that the minds of the 
members of the Conference may be thoroughly prepared, in the direction 
just indicated, we recommend that a special session of the Conference be 
held on some evening, and full opportunity given for the presentation of 
the enterprise, or if it be deemed inexpedient, that such opportunity be given 
at the presentation of this report.

Report No. 2. 

The Randolph>Macon System of Schools. 

This system of schools, under the direction of Chancellor W. W. Smith* 
has maintained the high standard of excellence heretofore attained, and 
commands, more than ever, the attention and confidence of the public ; and 
is deserving of, and fully repays, the interest manifested in it by the church. 

1. Randolph- Macon College. 

Randolph-Macon College has become so thoroughly identified with the 
church and its work that it requires no recommendation from this Board 
in order that the Conference may take its interests to heart. It is to the 
Baltimore Conference what West Point is to the Army or the Naval Acad- 
emy to the Navy. 

The Board is glad to be able to report a substantial increase in attend- 
ance upon the College for the present year. There are in attendance this 
session 35 ministerial students, of whom eleven are from the Baltimore 
Conference. 

The College has received a substantial increase in assets during the year 
in the donation by Mrs. Emma Lee Vaughan, as- a memorial of her hus- 
band, I. N. Vaughan, deceased, late of Ashland, Va., of the sum of

$35,000, of which $25,000 is given as an aid fund for education of descrying 
young men in need of assistance, and the remaining $10,000 toward the 
endowment of a chair of “History” in the College. 

2. Randolph- Macon Woman's College. 

The Board is gratified at the continual growth of the Woman's College^ 
and the promise of still further advancement in all lines of effective work. 
This institution has, in the last few days, become the beneficiary, under 
the will of Miss Melissa Baker, of Baltimore, of a legacy of $5,000. 

The Woman’s College has acquired a high reputation throughout the 
country. It is listed by the United States Commissioner of Education as 
one of the fourteen Colleges for education of women entitled to rank in 
“Class A and in attendance, equipment and resources it stands eighth in 
this class of fourteen. 

3. Randolph- Macon Academy at Front Royal. 

This Academy maintains its reputation for thorough academic work, and 
the Board can, and does, most heartily recommend it to the Conference, 
with the assurance that no Methodist within the bounds of the Conference 
who can afford to send his son off to school at all, can afford to send else- 
where than to the Front Royal Academy. It is not only an integral part 
of the work of the church, but it also deserves the hearty and earnest sup- 
port of the church. 

4. Other Schools of the System. 

The Randolph-Macon Academy at Bedford City, and the Randolph- 
Macon Institute at Danville are both having a prosperous year, and are 
doing good and satisfactory work.

REPORT OF SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 



The Sunday School Board respectfully begs leave to submit the following 
report : 

Statistics. 

The annual report of the Sunday School editor, which was submitted 
to the Conference, while not shewing as large an increase last year as the 
year before, is yet very gratifying, as the following figures show’^ : Sunday 

Schools 14,188, increase 191 ; ofiScers and teachers 104,135, an increase of 
857; scholars 851,488, an increase of 12,002, making a total gain of 12,859. 
The total number in the Sunday Schools of the connection is 955,623. 



Our own reports show 597 schools, an increase of 4 ; 5,840 ofiScers and 
teachers, an increase of 92; 41,644 scholars, a loss of 517; $10,260 were 
collected for Sunday Schools, an increase of $18; $10,497 collected for 
Missions, a decrease of $239 ; $597 collected on Children’s day, a decrease 
©f $162. The total collections in the Sunday Schools for the Conference 
year amounted to $26,015, a decrease of $720. 






Children’s Day. 

W e call attention to the decrease in collections on Children’s day, and 
urge a more general observance of the day. We also regret that we are 
.compelled to mention the fact again that some of the brethren seem to 
• forget the provision of the discipline as to the disposition of the collection 
and t® divert it toother objects than the needy Sunday Schools. Of the 
$597 reported as collected on Children’s day only $401.19 has been paid to 
the board. 
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We are ready to furnish free programmes for Children’s Day to all 
schools ageeing to observe the law on the subject and hope all our schools 
will avail themselves of the offer. We urgently request all our preachers 
and superintendents to send the Children’s day collection at once to tho 
treasurer of the Sunday School Board. The treasurer will promptly 
acknowledge its receipt. 



Literature. 

We take pleasure in recommending our own literature, which is second 
to none, and which is decidedly the best for our own people. W e mention 
especially the Sunday School Magazine, which we regard indispensable to 
the teacher, who desires to be well equipped. Its increase in circulation 
for the year was 3,000, giving it a present circulation of 40,000. The 
Children’s Visitor is constantly improving and growing in favor. Its cir- 
culation is now 69,500, a gain of 19,000 during the year. We recommend 
it to our Sunday Schools and homes as worth many times its cost. 

Sunday School Convention. 

The experience of the past two years has encouraged the Sunday Scheol 
Board and Epworth League Board to continue to hold a Joint Sunday 
School Convention and Epworth League Conference this year. It will be 
held at Salem, Virginia, at such time as may be appointed by the Executive 
Committee, composed of Honorable M. L. Walton as President, and the 
Presidents of the Sunday School and Epworth League Boards respectively, 
as Vice-Presidents. 



Applications for Aid. 

Applications for aid to needy Sunday Schools should be addressed to the 
President of the new Sunday School Board to be organized immediately 
after the adjourment of the Conference.

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REPORT OF CONFERENCE BOARD OF CHURCH EXTENSION. 

Notwithstanding the state of the weather, the past winter has been most 
unfavorable, especially in the rural districts, to the collection of the various 
assessments of the Conference, yet it is gratifying to report a slight 
increase over last year in the amount collected for Church Extension pur- 
poses. Our receipts are about 61 per cent, of the whole amount assessed. 
This, however, is too far below the standard to justify self-exultation or 
pride. We ought at least so nearly approach the total assessment that 
every application for aid should receive a liberal appropriation from our 
funds. It is painful to us to be compelled every year to reject some 
applications altogether, and to assign to others but a small proportion of 
the amount actually needed, and essential to their relief. May we not 
hope that increased receipts from year to year will manifest a ^rowin» 
interest in this most important department of church enterprise, and 
multiply yet more widely its beneficient results. 

The four qudrennia that have elapsed since the inauguration of the 
Church Extension movement have borne increasing witness to the wisdom 
of its conception, and the wonderful amount of good it has wrought. The 
multiplication of houses of worship through this agency throughout our 
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.connectional territory, especially upon the western frontier ^nd in the 
foreign fields, advances the church along all the lines of .true progress and 
. development. About |50,000 have been expended for this purpose in the 
.bounds of our own Conference, and have contributed, perhaps, more than 
any other cause to our growth and prosperity. 

Out of fifteen applications to our Board for aid, we have been able to 
extend help only to ten. Some of the cases were so urgent that the very 
salvation of the churches involved seemed to depend upon prompt and 
liberal assistance on our part. In others, the form of application was 
.defective, and the papers received too late to allow of their correction in 
.time. W e must again call attention to that action of the Board requiring 
all applications to be in hand a month in advance of the annual meeting of 
the Board. 

' W e refer to the Treasurer’s report for a statement of receipts and expendi- 
tures, including appropriations to the several churches. 

We append to this reports of the Secretary and of the Treasurer of the 
Woman’s Home Mission Society of our Conference. It will be seen how 
rapidly this important arm of our work is extending its sphere of useful- 
ness. Having, added to the Parsonage feature that of Home Missions, the 
latter has already assumed no mean proportions, and in its various forms 
of benevolent activity has been productive of great good. 

We heartily commend this organization to the most cordial sympathy 
und support of the ministry and membership of the church and urge the 
formation of auxiliary societies in all our charges where they do not now 
exist.

REPORT OF EPWORTH LEAGUE BOARD. 

The Board has heard with mnch pleasure through the report of the 
the general Secretary, Dr. H. M. DuBose, of the prosperity of the League j 

work generally, and especially of the increased circulation of the Epworth 
Era. This paper has greatly improved under its present management, and 
we heartily recommend that our pastors, and the officers of Leagues 
actively exert themselves to secure a larger patronage for the paper, and 
thereby place it on a paying basis and furnish leaguers with an almost 
essential adjunct to their work. 

The question of organizing and establishing an Orphanage, toward the 
support of which the League should direct its attention as a special object 
oLcare and^acfivity. haabeen considered by this Board, and we recommend 
the appointment of a committee by the presiding bishop, to take into con* 
sideration the advisability of entering upon the enterprise, and report to 
the next annual session of this Conference, with such plans as they may 
approve for its organization and operation. 

The Corresponding Secretary’s report shows a steady growth in every 
district of the Conference, and the church is feeling the impulse of new life 
imparted through the Leagues. He reports about 213 chapters, 35 of 
which are Juniors. The total membership is approximately 8,303, of whom 
1,100 are Juniors. The chapters are distributed among the districts as fol- 
lows: Raltimore, 32, East Baltimore, 20, Washington, 28, Winchester, 27, 
Rockingham, 29, Roanoke 14, Lewisburg 1 1 , Moorefield, 25. District organi- 
zations have been effected in all districts. 

From the information which we have, we believe that much good can be 
accomplished by the interchange of visits by the individual Chapters, 
learning each others methods and forming closer associations. 

The literature of the League, especially such matter as relates to organi- 
zation and working of departments, should be liberally provided and dis- 
tributed. 

This Board, in connection with the Sunday School Board after full con- 
ference, recommend the following: 

1st. That a joint convention of Epworth League Conference and Sunday 
School Conventions be had at Salem, Va., at such time as the executive 
committee shall hereafter determine. 

2d. That the executive committee consist of Mr. M. L. Walton as presi- 
dent, who has been so elected by the two boards in joint session, and two 
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vice-presidents, who shall be the president of the Epworth League Board 
and Sunday School Board respectively, which shall be appointed at this 
Conference. 

3d. That said executive committee shall arrange the program and all 
necessary details of snch joint convention. We also recommend the elec- 
tion of G. H. Lamar of Washington, 1). C., as Conference Corresponding 
Secretary of the League. 

4th. That a collection be taken at the Annual League Conference to 
defray the expenses of the Corresponding Secretary. That at the close of 
each District League Conference, the Secretary of such Conference do, at 
once send to Brother Lamar, as Corresponding Secretary, a full report of 
the Conference, with such additional items of interest as will enable him 
to be informed of the condition of the work throughout the conference.

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MEMOIRS. 

The mortuary record of our Conference for the past year presents about 
the same average mortality during the preceding years of its history. 
From the date of the civil war to the present, a period of thirty-three years, 
ninety names have been erased from the roll of membership, but all of 
them we trust had an ineffaceable record in the Lamb’s Book of Life. 

It is a solemn reminder, a^ we meet from year to year, that all of us 
shall not meet again in our annual convocation. May this thought make 
us more diligent to do the work assigned us “ w^hile it is day,” knowing 
that “the night cometh when no man can work.” 

Of the three who have left us since our last session for their rest and 
reward on high, one had long been burdened with physical infirmity, and 
had well nigh reached the extreme limit of human life. The other two 
were among the most robust and vigorous members of our body. Who 
thought at our last Conference that George H. Zimmerman and Alfred O. 
Armstrong would so soon close their ministry on earth ? * 

Rev. JOHN W. TONGUE. 

The subject of this memoir was born at Warrenton, Va.» on the 12th day 
of February, 1821, and died on the 81st of December, 1898, so that he 
was within a month or two of seventy-eight at the time of his departure. 
His parents died when he was quite a child. He found a gaurdian and 
friend in Mrs. Sarah Francis, who for some years sustained to him the 
relation of a foster mother. She sent him to a country boarding school in 
Stafford county, Va., owned and conducted by Mr. Chas. Tackett. In his 
18th year he became a student at Dickinson College, Carlisle, Pa., and was 
converted to God at a revival held in the Methodist Church of that town, 
under the charge of Hev. T. C. Thornton, on the 22d of January, 1840, and 
promptly connected himself with that church as a probationer. He was 
licensed to exhort by the Quarterly Conference of Carlisle Station, Baltimore 
Conference, and was licensed to preach by the Quarterly Conference of 
Raymond Station, Mississippi Conference, Hev. John Lane, Presiding 
Elder. 

In the fall of 1843 he succeeded Rev. Thos Bowman (now senior 
Bishop of the Methodist Episcopal Church) on Berwick Circuit, Baltimore 
Conference. He was recommended from this Circuit for admission into 
the Annual Conference, and was received on trial into said Conference 
Maich, 1844, at Charlestown, W. Va., and sent to Sunbury Circuit, Nor- 
thumberland District. In 1845 he was sent to Jersey Shore Circuit, same 
district. March 15, 1846, he was ordained Deacon at Eutaw Street Church, 
Baltimore, by Bishop Elijah Hedding, and assigned to Milton Circuit. He 
was appointed to Blooiningdale Circuit as preacher in charge in 1847 and 
1848. 

On the 12th of March, 1848, he was ordained Elder at the Conference held 
at Light Street Church, Baltimore, by Bishop Beverly Waiigh, During his 
charge of Bloomingdale Circuit, his labors were blessed in the conversion 
©f many precious souls, 309 of whom were added to the church. 

His next appointment was as junior preacher to Fayette Street Station, 
Baltimore city. Rev. Samuel Bryson being preacher in charge. 

In 1852 he was appointed to Shepherdstown ; in 1853, to Salem, Lewis 
burg District. In 1854, 1855, 185 5, and 1857, he was assigned to McVeytown 
and Williamsburg, Pa., and to Fairfax, Springfield, and Berkeley Circuits, 
Va. The war broke out and he remained on Berkeley Circuit for five years 
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from the date of his appointment. He was returned to Springfield from 
the Conference held in Alexandria, Va., was then sent to Jefferson Circuit, 
where he remained three years; <hen to Woodstock, where in 1870 his 
health failed. At the Conference in March, 1871, he was granted a super- 
annuated relation, and continued to sustain this relation till the time of 
his death. He settled in Charlestown, W. Va., and made that his home till 
within a few weeks of his departure for his home in Heaven. 

In the Spring of 1846 he was married to Miss Sophia G. Brice, daughter 
of John and Sarah Brice, of Baltimore city. For over forty-five years she 
was a faithful and loving wife, and a devoted help-meet to him both in Jiis 
active ministry and in the period of his disablement and infirmity. 

She preceded him about eight years to that higher realm of being, where 
doubtless he has already rejoined her. 

Brother Tongue was a man of great earnestness, consecration and zeal, 
full of faith and of the Holy Ghost ; an effective speaker and a ready 
writer. During the period of his retirement he rendered what service he 
could to the church. Till quite recently his sprightly communications to 
our Conference paper were read with great interest by the readers of that 
journal. He seemed of late almost to have renewed his youth, preaching 
occasionally with great fervor and acceptability, but it was the flaring up 
of the flame before its final extinguishment. 

A few weeks ago he came on a visit to Mrs. George G. Ott, of this city, a 
lady whom he partially raised, and who greatly reveres his memory. Here 
he was taken seriously ill, and after a season of severe and unintermitted 
suffering, which he bore with unmurmuring patience, he fell sweetly asleep 
in Jesus at 9 o’clock, on the morning of the closing day of the last year.

Rev. George H. Zimmerman was born near Dickeyville, Baltimore 
county, Md., September 20, 1838, and died in Baltimore, Md., November 
3d, 1898, aged 60 years, one month and fourteen days. He was the oldest 
son of Joshua and Elizabeth . Ziuiuiurman: i His father died' about 3 years 
ago and his mother, aged 84 years, is still living. His father, a man of 
great integrity, and a Methodist of the old type, was a sturdy and substan- 
tial farmer, who, amid pleasant home influences and social surroundings, 
gave careful training to his children in morals and religion. He was also 
in a condition to give his son George such literary advantages as fitted him 
for his life work. 

The subject of this memoir gave his heart to God and united with the 
church early in life. The soundness of his conversion was seen in his 
uniform uprightness of life and in the manly Christian character which he 
developed. His call to the ministry was as conscious and clear as his con- 
version. But to him a call to preach meant a call to get ready, so that, as 
a preparation to his high and holy calling, he entered Washington College, 
at Chestertown, Md., where he passed two years, and then entered Dickin- 
son College, Carlisle, Pa., where he graduated as a Bachelor of Arts in 
1859. And three years later he graduated from the same college as a 
Master of Arts. These were the best schools the Methodist Church then 
offered a young preacher- 

He was admitted on trial into the Baltimore Conference at the session 
held in Winchester, Va., March, I860, and was appointed as junior preacher 
on Fairfax Circuit ; Rev. W. G. Coe was the senior pastor. The following 
year he was appointed to Charles Circuit with Rev. C. Parkinson. During 
this year the Civil War broke out. His sumpathy with the South led him 
to enter as a private soldier a battery of Gen. Stuart’s Horse Artillery. He 
was afterwards appointed a chaplain in the 12th Virginia Cavalry, and at 
the close of the war was a staff officer in the army of Northern Virginia. 
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The unsettled condition which the war brought about interferred with his ; 

graduation in the Conference to ministerial orders. It was not till 1866 that | 

he was elected both to Deacon’s and Elder’s orders, at the Conference in v 

Alexandria, Va,, and was ordained by Bishop John Early. From the ^ 

Conference in Alexandria he was sent to Lewisburg, W. Va., but during j. 

the year he was transferred to Winan’s, afterwards St. Paul’s Church, | 

Baltimore. ^ 

During this year, October 3, 1866, he was united in marriage to Miss | 

Henrietta Rowe, of Charles county, Maryland. His wife died September 
7,1888. His subsequent appointments were: Harford, 1867; Baltimore, 

Circuit, 1868-9 ; Piedmont, 1879-71 ; East Baltimore Station, 1872-3 ; 
Cumberland, 1874-5 : Moorfield, 1876-8 ; Easton, 1879-81 ; Presiding Elder 
of Roanoke Distiict, 1882-86; Woodstock, 1886-87; West River, 1888-91; 

Hyattsville, 1892-93 ; Presiding Elder of Moorefield District, 1894-98. 

In March, 1898, he was sent as Presiding Elder to the Baltimore District, 
and in connection with this, and by the appointment of the Bishop, he 
became the Editor of the Baltimore Christian Advocate. This was his last 
appointment. 

In all these relations, as son, husband, father, preacher, pastor. Presiding 
Elder, and editor of the Conference paper, he was faithful. His character 
cannot be epitomized and expressed in a single word more suitable than 
the word fidelity The highest eulogy that our Lord is represented as 
bestowing upon his servants at the last day is “good and faithful servants.” 

Judged by God’s standard. Brother Zimmerman was a good and faithful 
min. His personal piety was bright and joyful. There was nothing 
morose or sombre about it. He believed in God his Father with the sim- 
plicity of a child. He trusted in the infinite merit of Christ with an 
abiding confidence, and in the Holy Ghost as his Sanctifier, Comforter, 
and Teacher. I doubt if anyone ever heard him utter a discouraging or 
disheartening word. He did not make a loud profession, nor boast great 
attainments in personal piety, but he let his life show what manner of man 
he was. He was an unselfish man. We do not claim that be was without 
faults. He never so estimated himself, but we do say, that a more unselfish 
preacher cannot be found among us. In all his bearings towards his 
brethren, he exemplified the teaching of St. Paul, and in “honor preferred” 
others. He was competent to fill any place that the church might have 
given him, and he usually left the church he served in an improved condi- 
tion, yet if he was sent to fill less conspicuous places than his brethren he 
did not complain ; he had no feeling of jealousy and did his work with a 
cheerful heart. He loved the Methodist Church ; he loved its institutions, 
doctrines, usages and people. He loved his brethren in the ministry 
especially, and they in turn loved him. His fraternal and social attach- 
ments were not variable. They did not change with the years. With a 
genial smile, a pleasant word of greeting and a warm grasp of the hand he 
would meet you time after time, and you felt that those were the sincere 
expressions of a noble heart that beat warm in the breast. 

He loved to preach. It was a supreme joy to him to declare “the whole 
counsel of God.” His sense of responsibility was so great, his love for 
souls so manifest, and his desire to see Zion prosper so strong that he could 
not consent to preach a strengthless or impaired gospel. He had nothing 
to do with fads or fancies. He repudiated sensationalism and all attempts 
to gratify a distempered imagination, please the fancy and feed a depraved 
appetite. He was a sound, sensible, strong Scriptural preacher of the 
gospel. 

He loved the great themes of the gospel, and if in their presentation he 
was ever thought to be uninteresting, because he was metaphysical, yet he 
would, alter laying his plan and stating his leading thoughts, gather up his 
mental i esources, and in a strong, vigorous application impress the theme 
upon his hearers with telling elfect.. While he W'as brave yet he was 
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modest, and on this account he did not always appear to advantage, but 
at other times he surprised his closest friends. This vras especially seen in 
his editorial work. No one doubted his intellectual capacity nor mental 
equipment for this nor any other work the Church gave him, but in this 
he went beyond expectation, and gave great delight to his friends. 

His love for work amounted to a passion. During his sickness his mind 
dwelt much upon this. He seemed to desire to live for the work he might 
do. Even up to a few days before he died he directed the affairs of his 
district and arranged for his quarterlj- meetings. He was taken ill about 
the first of September with what he thought was rheumatism, but what his 
physician soon saw was the clotting of blood in the arteries of the limbs, 
due to valvular affection of the heart. Further on in his sickness pnue- 
monia developed, and this was the immediate cause of his death. Just 
before he died, being unable to speak, but having full possession of his 
faculties, he put his arm around the necks of his children, drew them to 
him, and kissed them. He looked up and waved his hand, as if he was 
saluting some one invisible to all but himself. Whom did he see in that 
vision? In a few minutes he “was not,” for God had taken him. 

After funeral services conducted by Revs. I. W. Canter and J . S. Hutch- 
inson, his body was laid to rest in Loraine Cemetery, there to await the 
resurrection of the just. 

Rev. AI.FREI> O. ARMSTRONG. 

The Rev. Alfred O. Armstrong, son of Josiah and Matherial Armstrong, 
was born near Doe Hill, Highland county, Virginia, March 5, 1854, and 
died in Rockville, Montgomery county, Maryland, January 29, 1899. 

Early in life, deeply convicted of sin, he sought and found salvation 
through faith in Christ, and from that time on through all the years until 
the day of his death he enjoyed the consciousness of God’s presence and 
peace. 

Immediately after his conversion he united with the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, at Doe Hill, and evinced the genuineness of his professed 
change by at once engaging in active and efficient service in his Master’s 
-cause. 

In 1875 he was licensed to preach, and in October of that year he 
preached his first serman in Bethlehem Church, Monterey Circuit, from 
Romans 1, 16, “For I am not ashamed of the Gospel of Christ ; for it is the 
power of God unto salvation to everyone that believeth.” 

That test was the key to his entire ministry, and fidelity to the Gospel 
of Christ the leading trait of his after life. 

During the remainder of 1875, and until the ensuing meeting of the 
Annual Conference in March, 1876, he traveled under the Presiding Elder, 
the Rev. John L. Gilbert, on Monterey Circuit, preaching on Sunday and 
teaching school during the week. The following year, 1876, at its session 
held at Winchester, Virginia, he was received on trial by the Baltimore 
Conference, and was assigned as junior preacher to Monterey Circuit, the 
Rev. A. Q Flaherty being preacher in charge. 

Their united ministry resulted in a great and wide spread revival of 
religion sweeping over the entire Circuit. Many souls were converted and 
the Church was greatly edified. 

1877 Brother Armstrong was returned to Monterey Circuit. 

March, 1878, at its session held in St. Paul’s Church, Baltimore, Mary- 
land he was received into full connection by the Baltimore Conference, 
and was ordained deacon by Bishop Holland N. McTyeire, and was that 
year sent to Hillsdale Circuit. 1879-80 he traveled Greenbank Circuit. 
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. At the session of the Baltimore Conferen'^e held at Front Royal, Vir- 
ginia, March, 1880, he was ordained elder by Bishop Keener. 1881 he was 
sent to Union Circuit, West Virginia. 1882 and 1883 he traveled Coving- 
ton Circuit. 1884 he was transferred to the Southwest Missouri Conference 
and was appointed to W averly Station, but before beginning his work 
there he was transferred back to the Baltimore Conference, and was 
assigned to Lev.elton Circuit. 1885, 1886 and 1887 he traveled Blacksburg 
Circuit. 1888 he was on Stafford Circuit. He traveled Bridgewater Cir- 
cuit from 1889 to 1892 — four years. In 1893 he was sent to Berryville Cir- 
cuit, remaining there four years. In 1897'he was sent to Rockville Circuit, 
where he remained until God called him home. 

In September, 1878, brother Armstrong was united in marriage to Miss 
Ella L. Sialnacker, of Lewisburg, West Virginia. His wedded life was 
singularly happy. His was a model home, where all domestic and Christian 
duties and graces found ample unfoldment. Their love reigned supreme, 
and the memory of his saintly life constitutes a precious heritage to wife 
and daughter who survive him. 

Brother Armstrong was not an ordinary man. In early life, possessed 
of but few material or intellectual advantages, undaunted by the difficul- 
ties which surrounded him, he fixed for himself a high standard and aimed 
at the attainment of lofty things ; and that idomitable will, untiring zeal 
and persistent application which were so characteristic of his life, led to 
no small measure of success, for he attained to a range of knowledge and 
a degree of culture that were not inconspicuous. 

He worked nearly all his days under great disadvantages, for he ever 
bore with him a diseased and hindering body. 

Very much of physical suffering was crowded into his life, yet fidelity to 
all his obligations marked his ministry. 

Always cheerlul, free from artifice, modest, unassuming and attractive, 
largely possessed of that uncommon gift— common sense — preserving ever 
that dignity that ought to characterize the minister of Christ, yet ever 
manifesting that spirit of joyousness which ought to mark religious char- 
acter, he impressed all with whom he came in contact as being a Christian 
gentleman, and there is no higher thing on earth than that. 

This sketch would not be complete nor do our brother justice, did we not 
refer to his character as a preacher. In the pulpit he was a man of more 
than ordinary ability. 

He never dealt in metaphysical abstractions ; speculation had no place 
in his preaching ; sensationalism was repugnant to his nature ; the great 
fundamental truths of the Bible were ever the subjects of his pulpit com- 
mentary, and he presented them logically, with incisiveness and power — 
yea, even the power of the Holy Ghost. 

He never dared enter the pulpit without the most diligent preparation 
and earnest prayer. 

Brother Armstrong preached his last sermon on Christmas day. Those 
who heard it speak of it as a sermon of remarkable beauty, pathos and 
power. For weeks he had been in fetble health, and though his friends 
i realized it not, “his sickness was unto death.” 

He went from that Christmas service home to die. For days his life 
hung in the balance. Medical skill exhausted itself and was baffled. The 
work committed to him was done, arid God was about to take his servant 
I home. 

! Brother Armstrong himself realized that the time of his departure was 

I at hand, and without a cloud dimming his sight or a fear filling his heart, 

+ bound to this world only by the ties of wife and child, for whose welfare 

he was extremely solicitous, he spoke with confidence of his victory over 
•death and calmly made all preparations for his burial.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON BIBLE CAUSE. 

The Committee on Bible Cause beg leave to submit the following report : 

From information furnished us from reliable sources, there is a great 
need for a distribution of the Bible. 

Within some of the territory of our Conference many homes are desti- 
tute of the W ord of God, and some sections have not been visited by a 
Bible colporter within the last twelve or fifteen years. 

Throughout the bounds of the United States it is estimated that about 
one family in twelve is without the Bible. W e realize that the word of 
God above all books should be circulated, and that as far as possible it is 
our duty to do all we can to bring about this result. 

We regret to report that very little is contributed in the bounds of our 
Conference toward this important work and many of the charges failed to 
pay anything, only $375 being paid this year, showing a decrease of $73. 

To remedy this neglect of a plain, disciplinary duty, your committee 
respectfully recommiend . that all our preachers preach on the importance 
of the Bible Cause and take a collection for this object. 

We further recommend that an effort be made by each preacher to find 
out the destitute in his charge and supply them with Bibles.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON PUBLISHING INTERESTS. 

Your committee, after caiefully considering the several matters com- 
mitted to them, respectfully submit the following report : 

First. The results of the year’s work of the Publishing House, as shown 
by the report of the Book Agents, considered in the light of the unset- 
tled condition of finances, are highly gratifying. The gain of $50,000 in 
the assets of the house during such a period, gives evidence of energy and 
prudence in its management. We wish most heartily to commend the 
periodicals, Sunday-school literature and books issued by the house. We 
are particularly gratified by their high standard of excellence, able edito- 
rial management, and by the fact that eur periodicals have become self- 
supporting. We desire to see them extensively circulated, and recommend 
them, without exception, to the patronage of our people. We regard 
them as fully equal to the publications of any church in America. 

Second. We wish to express our appreciation of the faithful service of 
Rev. J. S. Hutchinson as Editor of the Baltimore Christian Advocate. 
We believe that he deserves the sincere thanks of the Baltimore Con- 
ference for his careful management of the paper under difficult conditions. 

Third. We recommend that the Baltimore Advocate be continued as the 
organ of this Conference. It will hereafter be published upon a plan that 
we think will prove satisfactory to the Conference. The publisher. Rev. 
J J. Lafferty, has given us guarantees that we deem reasonable and 
sufficient. The general management of the paper will be entirely under 
the control of the editor appointed by this Conference. No matter or 
advertisements will be admitted without his approval. We believe that 
the new arrangement will make the Advocate more fully the organ of the 
Baltimore Conference. The size of the paper will remain the same as in 
the past. We recommend that the Rev. John O. Knott be appointed 
editor-in-chief, with Revs. F. J. Prettyman, J. H. Light and W. S. Ham- 
mond to serve as associate editors. We urge the inembers of the Con- 
ference to do all in their power to extend the circulation of the paper, and 
trust that it will prove eminently successful under the new management.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE. 

1. We call attention of our people to the discipline in paragraph 215 : 
“Let all our preachers and members abstain from the manufacture and 
sale of intoxicating liquors to be used as a beverage, from signing petitions 
for such sale, in becoming bondsmen for any person as a candidate for 
obtaining license, and from renting property to be used for shch sale. If 
any member shall violate any provision of this paragraph it shall be the 
duty of the pastor to deal with the offender. Chapter VII, section V.” 

2. We recommend that temperance meetings be held at least once a 
year in our several charges, especially in the interest of the young people, 
or that a discourse be delivered on the subject. 

3. We heartily recommend that our people avail themselves of the 
benefit of the local option laws of Vir^nia, West Virginia and Maryland, 
and urge them to press the contest against the liquor traffic in the exercise 
of their rights as citizens in their respective districts, counties, towns and 
cities. 

4. We are in hearty sympathy with all organizations that seek by lawful 
and proper means to suppress the liquor traffic. 

5. We heartily commend the action of Congress in prohibiting the use 
of the canteen in the army, and the sale of liquor in the navy yards. 
Also the prohibiting of the sale of liquor in the District of Columbia on 
Sundays. 
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6. Resolved^ That as to the matter of Sabbath observance, we urge upon 
our people a strict and hearty keeping of the holy day, reminding them 
that what human law and popular sentiment sanction may be sinful in the 
sight of God. Also that we protest against Sunday newspapers, resorts, 
excursions, bicycling (for pleasure or business) and unnecessary traveling 
of any kind. That we use the earnest and persistent co-operation of our 
people in the great effort for the preservation of our American Day of 
Rest. 

7. We recommend that the foregoing resolutions be published in the 
Baltimore Christian Advocate.

the schools and obligation on the part of the parents to their 
children. 

We believe that a great improvement can be made in this 
department of our work, if the I^ocal Boards, and the pastors, 
will be more zealous and systematic in their work in this 
direction. 

We insist that there are no better schools than those in the 
Randolph Macon System, and few as good, and it is the duty 
of our people to patronize them so far as they may be able to 
do so. 

In a great progressive church like ours, we cannot afford 
to disregard so important a matter. 

We recommend the “Old Fort Seminary”, a female school 
at Fort Defiance, conducted by Mrs. Nina R. Beard, as worthy 
j the patronage of our people. 

We recommend that the Local Boards apply to Rev. H. 
P. Hamill, at Lexington, Va., Secretary of the Conference 
Board, for a copy of the plan adopted by the Conference, 
defining their duities.

On Spiritual State of the Church. 

The committee on the Spiritual State of the Church, res- 
pectfully submits the following report, giving a brief abstract 
from the reports of the various charges in the district, so far 
as received by us : 

Staunton — The spiritual condition good. The members, 
as a rule, loyal to the church, and faithful as to their attend- 
ance upon the Word. Prayer meeting fairly well, and the 
Lord’s Supper largely attended. Ofi&cial members active in 
supporting the Pastor in his work. 

East E7id and Marquis Memorial — Spiritual condition 
good. Attendance at all the means of grace encouraging. 
The interest manifested by old and young is marked. 

West Augusta — Spiritual condition fair. Prayer and Class 
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meetings kept up at some places. Attendance upon the social 
meetings good. 

Wayjiesboro — The weekly pra)^er meeting fairly well at- 
tended. Some members devoted to Christ and the Church. 

Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper used by those present at its 
administration . 

New Hope — Spiritual condition good. Attendance upon 
preached word excellent. One prayer meeting held weekly, 
and is well sustained. The Communion is generally partici- 
pated in. Infant baptism much neglected. 

Parnassus — Spiritual condition good. People loyal and 
faithful. Attendance never better on all the means of grace. 

Family prayer in many families. 

Fairfield — Spiritual condition only fair. Attendance 
upon the ordinances is good. No prayer meetings, except in 
connection with the Ep worth League, at two appointments. 

Rockbridge Baths — The spiritual state of the church shows 
some signs of improvement. Membership largely made up of 
children and young people, whose parents are members of 
other churches. Attendance upon public worship is usually 
good The most of the members attend upon the Lord’s Sup- 
per. No prayer meetings this season of the year, owing to the 
membership being somewhat scattered. 

Bell's Valley — The attendance at prayer meeting good at 
all the appointments, and on the increase, if there is any 
noticeable change. No social meetings, such as city congre- 
gations are accustomed to. Spiritual state, average. 

Harrisonburg — Congregation good, Sunday morning and 
night; Prayer meeting and the Lord’s Supper fairly well at- 
tended. A Young Men’s prayer meeting held every Friday 
evening — class meeting on Sunday. The spiritual condition 
of the church, though without any very marked improvement, 
is encouraging as to the future. Young people active in Ep- 
worth League work. 

Bridgewater— state of the church in a fairly good 
condition. Prayer meetings held at 5 appointments ; not well 
attended. Communion services well attended. Congregations 
excellent, on preaching occasions. S 

Port Republic — Spiritual state of the church fair. Attend- t 

ance upon the ordinances very good. Attendance upon the 
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social meetings very good, except the summer months ; many 
of the people are farmers, they work late and thus deprive 
themselves of this means of grace . 

Rockingham — Attendance upon the stated service and the 
Lord’s Supper is good ; upon prayer meetings and class meet- 
ings not good ; cannot say as to family prayer. The spiritual 
state of the church is not the highest ; more consideration and 
self-denial needed for the Lord’s work. 

East Rockingham — Spiritual state of the church fair. 
Sunday services well attended. Midweek prayer meeting 
poorly attended. 

Luray — The spirituality of the congregation ranks with, 
or above, the average. Attendance upon the ordinances and 
social meetings good. The spiritual condition is best evi- 
denced py the material enterprise now on hand ; the building 
of a $7,500 church ; work progressing rapidly and harmoni- 
ously ; comer stone laid August 3rd, 1899. 

Shenayidoah — “As to the spirtual state, and the attend- 
ance upon the ordinances and social meetings of the church,’’ 
their is a serious lack of interest felt and seen all over the 
charge, in these services, efforts at improvement have failed 
so far. 

Maysville — The church attendance is good, and likewise 
on social meetings. Some members show in their lives that 
they enjoy the presence of the Spirit, while others do not, 

Mt. Jackson — ^The spiritual state of the church is not as it 
should be. Attendance upon the ordinances good. Social 
meetings not well attended. Revival needed at all points. 

New Market — The spiritual condition in this charge is by 
no means flattering ; some good spirited people ; many who 
are cold and indifferent. Attendance upon public preaching, 
only tolerably good. Most of those who attend Communion 
services, commune. Prayer meetings poorly attended, espe- 
cially by male members ; family worship much neglected. 

Augusta Circuit — Spiritual state about as last year ; cer- 
tainly no marked change, for better or worse. Sacrament of 
Lord’s Supper, well attended. Weekly prayer meetings kept 
up at all five appointments ; all are not highly spiritual, but 
many are faithful. Some families hold family prayer, but it is 
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found that man}^ do not. Church papers not taken by major- 
ity of families. 

Mt. Crawford — Our people enjoy religion and are loyal to 
their church ; some backsliders who need to be reclaimed. 
The attendance upon all the public and social means of grace, 
is unusually good. 

ElktoJi — There does not appear to be a freshet of spiritual 
life ; we hope for some showers of grace, in the near future. 
Attendance good ; prospects favorable for a fairly good year’s 
work. 

From the above reports, it will be seen that the spiritual 
state of the Church in the District is fairly good ; in some 
places seemingly better than others, owing, possibly, to the 
surroundings at each particular point. Attendance upon 
preaching appears to be good. The Lord’s Supper, while at- 
tended by many, is not attended in such numbers as such a 
gracious ordinance and precious means of grace should be. 
While the class meeting is rapidly becoming a thing of the 
past, a fact greatly to be deplored, as it was once a strong and 
distinctive feature of Methodism, infant baptism seems to be 
also greatly neglected, so far as these reports would indicate. 
But little reference is made to family prayer. This absolutely 
essential feature of the growth of religion in the family and 
consequently of the church, is either sadlj^ neglected, or thor- 
oughly overlooked in the reports submitted to this Conference; 
prayerless families cannot make praying congregations. 

We feel assured, however, that there are many Godly men 
and women in all our congregations, whose lives are living 
epistles of the grace of God in the human heart, “known and 
read of all men , ’ ’ while there are many others who are neither 
“cold or hot,” and right here we are truly “confronted with a 
condition and not a theory,” and while a report from a former 
committee to the District Conference says that “this condition 
has always existed in the church and perhaps will continue, 
do what we may , ’ ’ are we doing all we can to relieve this state 
of affairs ? 

In offering suggestions along this line, we feel that we 
cannot do better than to repeat the following from the report 
cf that same committee : “Preachers should be careful on re- 








ceiving members into the church. In these times of many 
superficial conversions, there should be careful sifting and 
training of candidates before reception into the church.” 

Many church registers are doubtless encumbered with the 
names of persons who have not even the “form of Godliness,” 
much less the power thereof, if such cannot be reclaimed, their 
names should be erased from the rolls of the church. We rest 
assured, however, that the preachers in charge of the various 
Circuits and Stations, know -better than we do. What is best 
to be done in each particular case to help on the work, one 
important thing is to “take it to the Lord in prayer.” Then 
let the church members hold up the hands of the preachers by 
prayer, and faith and Godly living, and the glorious work of 
saving souls will be blessed of the Lord from whom all our 
help must come, “for the weapons of our warfare are not car- 
nal, but mighty through God to the putting down of strong- 
holds.”

On Missions, Ctc. 

A study of the reports, as furuished by the preachers in 
charge in the Rockingham District, reveals conditions as 
follows : 

1. There is no occasion for the formation of new mis- 
sions within our bounds. Some new territory is being work- 
ed, in connection with existing charges — involving extra 
labor, with small prospects of extra compensation — which is 
nothing more than we might expect from our preachers in the 
home field who are imbued with the missionary spirit. 

2. From the reports from the several mission charges it 
would appear there is no urgent demand for the raising of any 
existing mission to the dignity of a Circuit or Station. On 
the contrary strong reasons are given for a continuance of the 
present status quo. But when we consider the demand this 
District annually makes on the Annual Conference Board for 
Home Mission funds, we are constrained to recommend that 
an earnest effort be made to make some of our mission charges 
self sustaining. 
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3. There seems to be a dearth of Woman’s Societies in 
the interest of the Home and Foreign Missionary work. Har- 
risonburg has organized a Woman’s Foreign Missionary Soci- 
ety since our last Annual Conference — which makes the fifth 
for the District. Besides we have three Home Missionary 
Societies. Some report organizations in prospect, and it is to 
be hoped that our District will soon emerge from the shadow 
under which she is resting at present, viz.: as standing last 
among the Districts in the matter of contributions to the 
Woman’s Foreign work, and next to the last as to the Home 
work.

On Finance. 

Your Committee on Finance begs leave to make the fol- 
lowing report : 

FINANCIAL SYSTEMS. 

Staunton — Has the envelope system and is well worked. 
Cannot tell from their report whether they are well up in their 
payments to this time or not. 

East End and Marquis Memorial — Financial system is 
one of subscription. Pastor’s and Presiding Elder’s salary 
paid in full to date. 

Harrisonburg — Has the envelope system and give it close 
attention. As a result, all their payments are up to this time. 

Bridgewater — Assessment plan and collect quarterly. 
Envelope system has been tried and failed. 

Mt. Crawford — The stewards use the envelope system to 
obtain the preacher’s salary. 

Parnassus — Has a financial system for raising preacher’s 
salary. It is “Catch as catch can.’’ Contributions coming 
up all O. K. 

West Augusta — No report. 

Augusta — The “old slip shod’’ method, get what you can 
at the end of the year, which makes the preacher hard up all 
the year and flush at the end. 
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Waynesboro — A desultory envelope system is in vogue 
tbis charge. Envelopes aie in evidence on all sides, but 
the system seems to be left to work itself. 

New Hope — There is no well defined system of finance. 
Varying methods prevail at the different appointments. At 
one of them an effort is made to pay off at the end of a quar- 
ter. At other points there is an absence of a system and col- 
lections are deferred. 

Rockingham — The prevailing system is the assessment 
plan . 

East Rockfngham — The envelope system used to raise the 

preacher’s salary. 

Elkton — No report. 

Port Republic — Has the old financial system, which is 
no s^^stem. 

Shenandoah — Has no special plan or system for raising 

money and consequently get very little. 

— Envelope system . Does very well when worked 

well . 

New Market — New Market has the envelope and free-will 
system. It works smoothly, but seldom pays out. At other 
places have the Old Quarterly “I’ll go round and see what I 

can get” system. 

Mt. Jackson — Has no financial S3^stem. 

Marksville— Has the assessment plan for raising finances. 
Fairfield— Has no financial system, scarcely any finances. 

Contributions are very small. 

Rockbridge Baths — “Our stewards don’t seem to have any 

system of raising finances. I have been tr^dng to get them to 
adopt the assessment plan and use envelopes, but have not yet 
succeeded. The amount paid on preacher’s salary is about 

double what it was this time last year. 

Bell’s Valley — Has the envelope system combined with 
the assessment plan of collecting the preacher s salary. 

CHURCH PROPERTY. 

Staunton — Church and Parsonage are in excellent condi- 
tion . 

East End and Marquis Memorial— Both churches are in 
good order. One Chapel in fairly good repair. 
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Harrisonburg — Church is in good condition. Auditorium 
richl}" renewed last year. 

Bridgewater — All seven churches in excellent repair. One 
at Dayton a new brick church. 

Mt. Crawford — Churches in fine condition. 

Parnassus — Have four comparatively new churches. 

Augusta — Building new church at Greenville. Other 
churches in fairly good repair. 

Waynesboro — Our churches are in good condition. 

New Hope — New churches at Crimora. Two other 
churches. 

Rockingham — The churches are in fair condition. 

McGaheysville — Two churches. One new ; the other 
needs improving. 

Port Republic — Three new churches. Other two in good 
condition . 

Shenandoah —Our churches are in very good condition. 

Luray — No church now. Are building a handsome $7,500 
church. 

New Market — Churches in tolerably good condition. 

Mt. Jackson — Church in good condition. 

Fairfield — Four churches in fair condition. 

Rockbridge Baths — One church needs repairs. Expect to 
build another soon. 

Bell’s Valley — Churches are in good condition. One has 
been completed this year. 

PARSONAGES. 

All charges from whom we have reports, have Parson- 
ages but one — East End and Marquis Memorial. 

The foregoing are extracts from Reports of Preachers 
made to your Committee. From them we can tell nothing as 
to the condition of their finances at present, excepting from 
four appointments, viz.: Harrisonburg, Parnassus, Waynes- 
boro and East End and Marquis Memorial. We are not sur- 
prised to know that there are large deficiencies at many ap- 
pointments when preachers, in making their reports, are com- 
pelled to say “We have no financial system,’’ or “We have 
the old slipshod method,’’ or “Catch as catch can.’’ 

I; 
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Brethren of Official Boards, such a condition of things 
.should not exist. Adopt some plan and give it the attention 
it deserves. You owe it to the Church and to God to attend 
to these matters as you would and do to your secular affairs. 
Experience has taught us that if you will adopt the system so 
frequently urged by this District Conference and will give it 
proper attention, you will succeed.

But will take a collection for it at an 
early date.” 

Bro. Harnsberger, writes from Bell’s Valley. He states 
that the American Bible Society has an agent within my Cir- 
cuit, who has Bibles for sale at every post office. What other 
work he has done, I don’t know. You may report our collec- 
tion taken and amounting to $1.50. 

Bro. Fultz, from Mt. Crawford writes : “Collections not 

yet taken for American Bible Society, but will be later.” 

Bro. J. Harry Smith, writes from Port Republic and states : 
“We never neglect the interest of the American Bible Society. 
Have not taken any collections as yet, but this matter will be 
attended to.” 

Bro. McNeer, writes from Rockbridge Baths, as follows : 
“The American Bible Society has done no work, that I am 
aware of, in the bounds of my work, since I have been here. 
I don’t know that there is much that I can do in my immedi- 
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ate territory.” The collection was taken up last year; but 
not for this, but will in due time. 

Bro. Briley, of Mt. Jackson Circuit, states: “There is 

nothing done by the American Bible Society in my bounds 
that I know of. Collections have not been taken yet.” 

Bro. Sherman, of Ttiray, says: “The American Bible 

Society is doing no work in our midst that we know of. Our 
annual collection will be taken in due time.” 

Bro. Marsh, writes us from Fairfield Circuit, as follows : 
“There is no work being done by the American Bible Society 
in my charge. The collections have not yet been taken, but 
will be taken . ’ ’ 

Bro. Dolley, writes us from Bridgewater Circuit and says : 
“I have not yet taken collections for Bible Society, and do not 
know just when I will ; we will pay something, of course.” 
Bro. Jones, writes from East Rockingham Circuit, as fol- 
fows : “I do not know of any work the American Bible So- 

ciety is doing within the bounds of my charge. A collection 
has been lifted for the Society according to the discipline.” 
Bro. Jeffries writes from East End and Marquis Memorial 
and Hammond Chapel : “We intend to make collections for 
the American Bible Society later on.” 

Bro. Hawk, wries from Elkton : “Nothing special has 

been done for the American Bible Society collections ; will be 
taken later in the year.” 

Bro. A. R. Martin, writes from New Hope Circuit : “No 

collections have yet been taken, but the pastor will preach in 
this interest at each appointment, and collections will be 
taken. There is need for a contribution from this Society of 
Bibles, to the Crimora Sunday School.” 

Bro. Cooper, writes from Keezletown and says: “I do 

not know of any special work the American Bible Society 
is doing on this charge. The collection for that cause has not 
been taken. Nothing special to report on that subject.” 

Bro. Ringer, writes from Parnassus, as follows: “Our 

collection for the American Bible Society has not as yet been 
lifted. We generally appoint a time when this collection is 
taken, generally in the fall. We shall take the collection as 
usual.”

“We have held two special Bible Services, and taken collec- 
tions amounting to $4.00, which will be forwarded to the 
Treasurer of the Virginia Bible Society and receipt asked for 
to present to the committee on Bible cause at next Conference 
Session. A few American Bible Society books have been sold 
and donated in the charge this year. The work has been 
done by a local agent.” 

The collection for the American Bible Society has not yet 
been taken on West Augusta charge, but will be, and reported 
at our next Annual Conference. I have only found one family 
on my work destitute of the word of God , and I had them 
supplied at once. 

Bro. Whitesell, writes from Augusta Circuit : “Collec- 

tions taken, and $9.16 collected.” 

From all that we can gather from the various charges on 
the Rockingham District, we find that where the collections 
for the American Bible Society have not been taken, they will 
be. To do this is now as binding on us as any other collec- 
tion. We raised and reported in the Conference Minutes of 
last year forty-eight dollars ($48). Two dollars less than the 
year before. Mt. Crawford is still the banner charge ; it con- 
tributed seven dollars ($7). We are satisfied that we still have 
the spirit of our forefathers in circulating and looking after the 
Bible Cause. It is said of the sainted Asbury , that even when 
old and feeble, he would carry Bibles with him in his carriage, 
and in passing through the country, he would distribute them, 
and at the same time, exclaim, “now I know that I am sow- 
ing good seed.”

Withouf entering into the details of the Reports which 
have been sent in from the various charges, we are glad to 
note that the League work of the District where they have 
been organized, are in the main in a prosperous and hopeful 
condition. And in those charges where there are no Leagues 
the preachers give due expression of their sense of the value 
of the League work. 

We would suggest that since the League has become a 
part of our regular church work, that no charge should be 
considered fully organized or thoroughly equipped for its best 
work without one at each preaching appointment. 

We are aware of the fact that in some appointments there 
is great difficulty in organization for a lack of suitable mate- 
rial, but we believe that wherever six or more young people 
can be secured, a charter ought to be obtained and a League 
organized. 

We recommend a wider circulation of the “Ep worth 
Era,” which paper we believe to be of the highest order in its 
editorial department and thoroughly adapted to the needs of 
our League work. 

We are glad to note the increasing missionary spirit of 
our Leagues and believe that their best efforts in this direction 
can be made in the line of our regular missionary assessments 
rather than in independent missionary work. With a League 
at every appointment and all of them engaged in the regular 
missionary work, we ought to be able at the next session of 
our Annual Conference to report the missionary assessment for 
the District paid in full.

Your committee begs leave to submit the following report 
of the Sunday Schools of the District, gathered from the infor- 
mation given by the parties. 

Staunton charge reports two schools in a most excellent 
condition. The station school is large, numbering 425 schol- 
ars. West End school is making good progress. Both or- 
ganized into Missionary" Societies. 

East End has three Schools. Marquis Memorial, East 
End and Hammond Chapel. All are Missionary Societies and 
effective. 

The Harrisonburg school sends in a very encouraging re- 
port. Well equipped in every way — a large attendance. 
They have also organized a school on the suburbs of the town, 
which has a hopeful outlook. Both schools are organized into 
Missionary Societies. 

Bridgewater sends in a report of seven schools on the w"ork 
— moving along prosperously and harmoniously. Four of the 
seven are organized into Missionary Societies. Expect to raise 
$ 110 . 

Mt Crawford — This Circuit has three flourishing schools. 
All organized with Missionary Societies and doing good work . 

Parnassus — There are four schools within the bounds of 
this work. Two of them are especially doing well. 

West Augusta has three schools, numbering 120 scholars. 
All are Missionary". 

Waynesboro charge has three schools. All use our liera- 
ture and the catechism. Two organized into Missionary So- 
cieties. 

New Hope — There are three schools on this w"ork. All 
use our literature. Membership increasing. All are organ- 
ized into Missionary" Societies. 

Rcx^kingham has three schools and an interest in a Union 
school. These are organized into Missionary Societies. 

East Rockingham reports two schools. Missionary col- 
lection taken one Sunday in the month. 

Elkton has two schools in fair condition. Special effort 
is being made to increase our school in every respect. One 
Missionary" school. 
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Port Republic has five schools, conducted according to 
regular method, and three organized into missionary societies. 

Shenandoah has one school doing good work, and a 
missionary. school numbering 90. 

Luray has two schools doing good work, and one mis- 
sionary school. Will raise all mission collections. 

New Market has two schools in fair condition. One a 
missionary society. 

Mt. Jackson has three schools — Methodist. All Mis- 
sionary. 

Marksville has one school doing good work. A mission- 
ary school successful. 

Fairfield has four schools doing well. All organized into 
missionary societies — successful. 

Rockbridge Baths has two schools and one missionary 
society. Others will be organized as soon as possible. 

Bell’s Valley has three schools, one recently organized 
with 22 scholars. All organized into missionary societies. 

Augusta has four schools in fair condition. All mission- 
ary societies. 

The total number of schools in the District is 65 and of 
this number 50 are organized into missionary societies, accord- 
ing to the disciplinary injunction, page 247. 

In these reports when schools are not missionary societies 
the preachers state, as soon as practicable, they intend to 
make missionary societies of them. 

There is an expression of success along all lines and 
nearly all the preachers are hopeful in this great branch of 
church work, and we trust that in the satisfaction which nat» 
urally fills the hearts of Sunday school workers when they see 
the labors of their hand being established upon them, there 
will be no slacking of effort, but that they will renew their 
zeal and dilligence for still greater success and victory during 
the remaining months of this Conference year.

l^eague Work in the Mother Church.

The age in which we live has often been designated “A 
Young People’s Age.’’ And there has certainly never been a 
time in the history of the world, or the church, when so much 
prominence was given to young people — their interests and 
their work. 

The formation of Young-People’s Societies seems to have 
become a necessity, and in each Church we find them with the 
same object, and very much the same characteristics, though 
under varied names. 

It seems to me very natural to speak on the Wesley-Guild, 
or as it is called on the bilte “League- Work in the Mother- 
Church.’’ 

The Society of Christian-Endeavor has been known in 
England for some years and its good work has been very high- 
ly appreciated. It is carried on chiefly in connection with the 
Congregational, Baptist, and Primitive-Methodist Churches. 
The Minor Methodist Churches have also taken it up exten- 
sively. 
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The Mother-Church which is the largest of these Churches 
and prefers to move with the deliberation worthy of such a 
strong body, considered the matter for some time. It desired to 
establish a society for its young people, which, while embracing, 
as far as possible all the fresh thought, feeling and modern 
ideas of the Christian-Endeavor, would be in perfect harmony 
with the spirit and organization of our Methodist Church. 

Several attempts were being made ; numbers of our 
Churches had Christian Endeavors, others had Christian 
Workers Associations. 

Amongst the names dear to every Methodist heart — old and 
young — Epworth is one of the dearest. Epworth has been call- 
ed the “Mecca of Methodism.” And from across the seas, 
from whence so many fresh and good ideas have come, came 
word of your Epworth-League. 

The result was a thorough enquiry into all the young peo- 
ple’s societies, especially the Society of Christian-Endeavor, 
the Epworth- Leagues of the United States and Canada, the 
Guilds of the Scotch and Welsh Churches. 

The result, after much consideration, was the formation of 
the Wesley-Guild, in 1895. An organization in which it was 
tried to unite all the brightness of the Christian-Endeavor, 
combined with the earnestness and denominational spirit of the 
Epworth-League . 



The purpose of the Guild is summed up in the phrase : 
“Comradeship in the highest aims of life.” 

Or as it has been expressed : — 

1st — To make Young Christians. 

2nd — To make young Christians work. 

3rd — To make young Christians work to the greatest ad- 
vantage. 

The result has been, to use the, words of the Wesley Guild 
Manual : — 

1st — It has supplied a felt need. 

2nd- -It has proved the missing link between the Sunday 
School and Church. 

3rd — It has proved an admirable base of operation for 
ministerial work. 

4th — It has strengthened existing membership in the 
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church, tended to make it real and effective, and created new 
interest in the class meeting. 

5th — It has attracted large numbers of thoughtful young 
people, scarcely touched by the ordinary agencies, and brought 
them into close sympathy with the church. 

6th — And lastly; it has resulted in many places in a re- 
vival. 

A great need has long been felt in our church, fora society 
in which all our j^oung people should be gathered and banded 
together. 

We had Mutual Improvement Societies, Tract Societies, 
Mission Bands, Experience and Social Meetings; but we want- 
ed a society where all these might be represented, where we 
could all meet on common ground, with one centre and each 
one could help the other. 

We, the young people of Methodism, wanted an organiza- 
tion in perfect harmony with the grand and noble spirit of our 
church, to unite us all together — ready to take up any work 
suitable for young men and young women that might present 
itself to us. 

We know the advantage of our splendid Circuit System, 
in the comparative ease with which a new place could be 
opened and its pulpit supplied. The organization is there 
ready to hand. How many opportunities would have to be 
neglected if it were not ? 

Being Methodists, we have learned the immense value of 
suitable organizations, the inspiration of combination. This 
we have in the Wesley Guild. 

The question has often been asked what are the essentials 
of a Wesley Guild ? 

They are very few : 

1st — Our members are of three classes and take suitable 
pledges. 

2nd — Whatever other meetings are held, a devotional 
meeting is invariably held. 

3rd — Some active work for Christ is taken up by every 
member. 

4th — Each Guild is united with the central organization 
of our church. 




There aie three classes of members : 

Active — The heart and soul of the Guild; members of our 
church, regularly attending class, and prepared to take part in 
the devotional meetings. 

Companion — Equally in sympathy with the Guild but not 
pledged as active members. 

Associate — Older friends, young in heart; who wish to en- 
courage the work by their association with it. 

The Guild is governed by its Executive Committee. 

This consists of the Guild Officers; leaders of Junior 
Society Classes; representatives of Leaders’ Meetings, Sunday 
School, and branch sections of the Guild. 

The various branches of the work in the Guild are looked 
after by Sectional Officers and Committees, all being subject to 
the Executive Committee. 

An Annual Business Meeting of the whole Guild is held 
when the various officers and sectional Committees are appoint- 
ed, together with the Guild representatives to the Executive 
Committee. 

The distinguishing elements of the meetings are many, but 
first and foremost there is the 

Devotional — A distinctly Devotional Meeting being held 
once a month. Here we may have all the best features of our 
Experience Meetings. Prayer Meetings and Bible Classes, 
adapted to the present day. Every active member is pledged 
to be present, and is ready to take his part. This is the meet- 
ing that gives the tone to all. 

Intellectual — These matters are not forgotten and the 
propability is that two or three evenings each month will be 
largely literary. 

The friendly spirit of the Guild necessitates some Social 
Gatherings, where each member will do his best to bring in all 
the brightness of the happiest home; music, refreshments, con- 
versation, will all help towards a delightfully home-like even- 
ing, which will close with the reading of God’s Word, a hymn 
and prayer as we gather round the family altar. This is the 
evening of all evenings, when we can welcome the young peo- 
ple^ who have recently come to our town, and after the wel- 
come they receive, they are not likely to say they have never 
been taken any notice of. 
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Every Guild has to be wide-awake and keep its eyes open . 
Hence its Look-out Committee and Look-out Secretary. They 
meet as occasion requires. They are on the look-out for all 
that is good. Their representatives are found in the various 
shops and stores; in different parts of the Church and Sunday 
School, they are on the look-out for the new comer to our 
town or church; the sick and afflicted, they report to the com- 
mittee. Here suitable persons are appointed to visit them, 
and the ministers are informed. A band of District Visitors 
is organized to give the w’ord of hearty invitation to the Special 
People’s Service on Sunday evening. 

Given the right man as secretary, and no one can measure 
the possibilities of this committee’s usefulness. 

You will see from this that though the object of the Wes- 
ley Guild is the same as that of the Epworth League, there are 
some differences in organization. 

I have often felt, that the saving of the Guild from be- 
coming a mere Literary Society on the one hand, or a Class 
Meeting on the other, has been its Look-out department. 

There are one or two branches of its work to which I must 
refer. 

Its work in the town : 

The Monthly People’s Service — When by an organized 
house-to-house visitation, an attractive programme by the 
choir, an appropriate address by the Minister, a special effort 
is made to reach the masses outside God’s house. 

Its work in the country : - 

The Cycle Brigade — By which during the summer months, 
the pleasure taken by the young people in the “wheel” was 
turned into practical Christian effort. The Brigade going out 
at regular intervals on the weekly half-holiday to the neigh- 
bouring villages holding out-door and in-door services, and so 
strengthening the causes that were often weak, and creating a 
strong bond of sympathy between town and country. 

All these societies have one great purpose; Epworth 
Leagues and Wesley Guilds are especially one; each is the 
adaptation of the same principles to'its own church. 

And the whole Methodist Church is one. The Mother 
Church is full of interest and sympathy with the Methodist 
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Churches across the great seas, and rejoices in the magnificent 
success with which God has crowned their efforts. 

The rest of the world knows that Americans and English- 
men are cousins, but American Methodists and English Meth- 
odists are not cousins, we are brothers; — in work, in purpose, 
in sympathy, in love, in Christ. 

The Epworth League is the Wesley Guild of America. 

The Wesley Guild is the Epworth League of England. 



Methods in the Second Department, 

BY MISS I.AURA SHEPPE. 

As Epworth Leaguers let us study carefully and prayer- 
fully what the nature of our work is and to the very best of our 
ability let us do it. Let us measure up to our full capacity as 
young Christians and work in the most useful and appropriate 
way. 

Instead of calling the Second Department of League 
work — “the Charity and Help Department,” I would it were 
named — The Love and Help Department. While charity in 
Bible language means love, we are so prone to hold to the idea 
that it means something quite different, as for instance, the 
giving to the needy an old garment or a slice of bread. But 
love and charity in the true sense are synonymous. “Real 
love possesses our whole soul; there is nothing we would not 
do.” The storehouse of love is inexhaustible. 

In order to love the helpless and unfortunate in life, and 
to render them assistance cheerfully and sympathetically, we 
can only do so by knowing and loving the God of Love; who 
is rich in mercy, for his great love, wherewith he loved us — 
that in the ages to come, He might show the exceeding riches 
of his grace in kindness towards us in Christ Jesus. 

As nothing can ever be attained without well directed 
labor, the Second Vice-rPresident and her Committee ought to 
be made up of members who have earnestness of purpose, 
and can comprehend and apply the principles which 
develop traits of benevolence and kindness. If she has not 
enough love in her heart to strive to make her work the best 
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In the League, by earnest energetic toil, the Department will 
fall short of the ideal our founders had in mind when they 
created the Department. She must be willing to make many 
sacrifices and “suspend self indulgence” for the sake of the 
glorious end at which she aims. 

Department work in all organizations is commensurate 
with the zeal and activity of the leaders. Briefly \^X. us enumer- 
ate the duties of the Department . Visiting the sick; helping 
the poor; clothing the naked; feeding the hungry; carrying 
flowers to the sick and tempting food to the invalid; giving to 
mission schools and orphan homes; securing positions for 
poor boys and girls; furnishing reading rooms. Thus opening 
up to some aspiring mind the way to a better life, and in a 
hundred other ways bring real help and hope to some poor 
unfortunate creature for whom Christ had enough love to die. 

Again. The Chairman of this Department, together with 
not less than three or more than five (very large committees 
seldom do the best work), congenial workers can so stimulate 
the other members and render so much efficient assistance to 
their pastor, that their power and influence will be felt through- 
out a whole community. To reach the best results, the work 
ought to be done prudently and systematically, in an intelli- 
gent way. Kach League, however, must be a law unto itself. 
The environments of no two Leagues are exactly the same. 
The great latent principle only remains unchanged, that is, to 
be the greatest possible help to the greatest possible number 
and to have an unfeigned love for our fellow-creatures, and an 
unwearied desire and labor to do them good continually. 

Great is the responsibility of the Chairman and her co- 
workers. They must be lull of love for their share of the 
work, and ingenious to devise their own methods and plans. 
The methods employed must grow out of the need of each 
League. It is well to remember that assistance going out 
from this Department was not intended to be limited to num- 
bers and adherents of the Methodist Church only ; but 
wherever there is a soul in want, no matter of what denomina- 
tion, there our work lies. We were confldently told we would 
have the poor with us always ; so in every community there 
will ever be some who deserve our attention and rightly claim 
our help in a substantial way. How to meet these emergen- 
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cies our intelligent leader will always devise some plan. The 
method evolves itself according to the circumstances. 

Again. The workers in this Department can render valu- 
able service to their pastor when once they have been made to 
see and understand and appreciate the heavy responsibility 
resting upon him. 

Don’t be afraid to assume great responsibilities ; doing so 
becomes a means of League growth, and those who help in 
such work, receive more benefit than those to whom aid is 
given. Therefore, meet responsibilities and reach out for 
large opportunities and live ; otherwise death ensues. When 
stagnation sets in, in a League, spiritual death follows. In 
sketching a book written more than a century ago by Philip 
Doddridge, I came to this paragraph : “Would every thriving 

family in a town who are able to afford help on such occasion, 
cast a pitying eye on one poor family and take it under their 
patronage, to assist in feeding and clothing and teaching the 
children; in supporting it in affliction, in defending it from 
wrong and in advising those that have the management of it, 
as circumstances might require, how great a difference would 
soon be produced in the character and circumstances of the 
community.” This is a good hint to be brought before an 
Epworth League ; and education and training in League work 
might hasten such a happy result. 

There are some in every community, honest industrious 
and worthy, who are making a hard struggle in life for bare 
necessities. By helping such it often happens that we are not 
only ministering to their temporal necessities, but very often 
“set them, as it were, in the way of God’s steps.” 

The League in the country or small town will not have 
the same opportunity for extensive usefulness as the City 
League, where there are prisons, infirmaries, &c. But in every 
community there is work of some sort if it is sought. Some 
one^^has well said — “What men want is not talent, it is pur- 
pose ; in other words, not the power to achieve, but the will 
to labor.” 

Wadsworth wrote : 

The best portion of a good man’s life 
His little nameless un*numbered acts 
Of kindness and love. 
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Dr. Chalmers exhorts us to live for something ! Do good 
and leave behind you a monument of virtue, that the storm of 
time can never destroy. 

Write your name in kindness and love and mercy on the 
hearts of thousands, you come in contact with year by year, 
and you will never be forgotten. 

Your name, your deeds, wall be as legible on the hearts 
you leave behind, as the stars on the brow of the evening. 

Good deeds will shine as the stars of Heaven. 

Every Epworth League is divided into three classes, viz : 
Workers, Jerkers and Shirkers. These characteristics need 
no explanation. We all know what they mean and have seen 
the qualities demonstrated. The ratio of these three classes 
can be illustrated thus : In a League of 60 members there will 
be fifteen workers, fifteen jerkers and thirty shirkers; and it 
will take very efiScient leaders to succeed in getting those 
thirty members to work; but by patient, earnest toil it can be 
done. 

Let us as Leaguers enter into the feeling and spirit of the 
following lines and live them : 

Into a world of struggle and strife. 

Of manifold ills and crowded life. 

Where virtues are sold for what they bring. 

And wrong runs riot and Mammon is king ; 

Into a world of pain and passion. 

Where Bacchus reigns and drink is the fashion. 

Where sordid self and grasping greed. 

Are more inviting than Christian creed ; 

Into this world of sorrow and shame 
On a summer’s morn an angel came. 

Bringing to want and woe and fatigue 
The Gilead Balm — The Epworth League. 

The Epworth League ! What memories cling 
Around the sweep of that Angel’s wing ! 

What charity, mercy, help and hope. 

And light to those who in darkness grope ! 

The Epworth League ! in this sin -cursed earth. 

How many can sing thy matchless worth ? 

How many can tell of the weary hours 

Into which the sunshine came — and the flowers. 

When feverish, fnendless, faint and ill. 

They fell asleep at thy “Peace be still 1” 
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And how oft thy literary halls, 

Where knowledge waits and where wisdom calls. 
Are thronged with the restless feet of youth, 
Who pass thy portals in search of truth ! 

All hail to thee ! may thy mission grow, 

As long as the tears of sorrow flow. 

Into a world of woe and dark intrigue 
God speed the work of the Ep worth Ceague. 



Report of Corresponding Secretary. 

In reply to letters written to the various Pastors and from 
the Conference Minutses, etc., I have gained the following 
information concerning Epworth League work in this District : 

Staunton — One Senior League, 125 members; one Junior 
League, 75 members; both in an excellent condition. Pros- 
pect for the future is very good. 

Bast End — One Senior League, 29 members; this League 
is in a fairly good condition.

Harrisonburg — One Senior League, 85 members, one 
Junior League, 50 m^bers; both are in a flourishing condition, 
working earnestly in all the departments. 

Bridgewater — One Senior and one Junior League; mem- 
bership 37. The Junior League on this charge has not been 
organized long. The Senior League is in a good condition. 

Mt. Crawford — One Senior League, 82 members; one 
Junior League, 22 members; both are in a very good condition. 
The Junior League has been organized about six months. 

Parnassus — No Leagues. 

West Augusta — No Leagues. The Pastor hopes that he 
may be able to prepare the way, at last for League work on 
this charge. 

Augusta — One Senior League, 20 to 25 members; this 
League is doing fairly well. Two Leagues on this charge have 
been suspended. The Pastor reports that, with good leaders. 
Leagues could be kept up at all of the five appointments. 

Waynesboro — Two Senior and one Junior League; mem- 
berrhip 148. These Leagues are not in so prosperous a con- 
dition.

New Hope — The League at this point is not now in opera- 
tion nor is there any immedtate prospect of its reorganization. 

Rockingham — One Senior League, 45 members; one Jun- 
ior League, 26 members. The Senior League is in a good 
condition, and the Junior League, which has been organized 
but a short while, is starting oft well. 

East Rockingham — Two Senior Leagues, membership 100. 
These Leagues are working fairly well; prospect for League 
work in the future is good. 

Elkton — One Senior League, Membership about 30; this 
League is promising, though not fully started.

All are in a good condi- 
tion, excepting that one Junior League does not keep up well in 
the summer, but flourishes the balance of the year. Prospect 
or the organization of another Senior League on this charge. 

Shenandoah — No Leagues, and no prospect tor the organ- 
ization of a League on this charge. 

Luray — One League reported at Annual Conterence, 
membership 36. 

New Market — The League at this point was in a dying 
condition at the time the Pastor sent his report, and has not 
since been reorganized. 

Mt. Jackson — No report received. 

Marksville — Two Leagues, 65 members. 

Fairfield — Two Senior Leagues, membership 65; one is in 
a good condition; the other has just recently been organized, 
but is making a good start. 

Bell’s Valley — One Senior League; this League has been 
almost broken up by the closing of a tannery. Present mem- 
bership is not more than 10, but stills works well in its devo- 
tional department. ^ 

Rockbridge Baths — No report. 

As tar as I have been able to learn, the total number of 
Leagues in the District is 27; with a membership of 1,188. 
Four of the Leagues that were reported at the Annual Confer- 
ence have been discontinued, while two new ones have been 
organized.

An increase of three new Leagues, and only 78 members 
over the membership of last year. 

The Superintendent of the Harrisonburg League gives a 
most encouraging report of their work. “The members take 
great interest in the work, and are always ready to respond to 
duty’s call.” They appear to be very greatly interested in 
Missionary work, and are doing good work, especially in the 
third department. 

Brother Parrott gives a good account of the Marksville 
League ; “The members are carefully instructed, and take 
much interest in learning how to sing and in the study of the 
Bible. The League is doing good w'ork, and good results are 
being manifested.” 

The report from Waynesboro, I am sorry to say, is not so 
encouraging. The Secretary says: “We have not accom- 

plished anything more than to keep up our regular devotional 
meetings every Sunday afternoon.” 

“The League at Port Republic is in an excellent condi- 
tion. The Leaguers are interested in the study of the Bible, 
and the Wesleyan Catechism. They are also studying our 
Articles of Religion . ” 
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“The League at Grottoes is in better condition than last 
summer, but not nearly so well attended as in the fall and 




winter.” 

“The League at Mt. Crawford is yet in its infancy, having 
been organized in February, 1899, and is in a fairly good con- ' 
dition.” 

The League at Keezletown has also been organized during 
the past year, and “is doing fairly well.” 

Staunton League is doing fairly well, especially along the 
line of Bible study. The attendance is not what it should be. 
While we have added a number of new members during the 
past year, the loss in numbers is accounted for by the fact of 
the removal of over 20 members from the city, and during the 
almost five years of our existence as a League, a large number 
have passed the age limit, and although some of the number 
still hold their membership, some have united with our Senior 
League, and make first-class Seniors. Only three of our num- 
ber have joined the Great League above since our organization. 
One of the Leaders, a consecrated young lady; one of our 
little active members, and one of the dear little members of 
our “Baby Roll.” God has been very good to us as a League. 
To Him be all the glory for any measure of success which He 
has given us. 

There is one very sad feature connected with these reports. 
For the first time in our history, we have no report of conver- 
sions among the Juniors. As the conversion of the children 
is the principal object of our League work, may God give us 
the souls of our Juniors next year, and may He grant that we 
may never have to make such a report again.
